Further definition of the 
powers conferred on the Gov- 
jernor under the war emergency 
regulations sre contained in’ a 
new issue of the Hongkong 
Government “Gazette.” aie 


A series: of new regulations sets 
out in detail the obligations of-the 
‘Governor in relation to property, 
land, ships, planes_ and vehicles 
requisitioned by the Governor under 
his emergency powers. 


Where land. ar property has been 
requisitioned, compensation payable 
by the Governor will be computed by 
adding the following sums: 


The rent which might reasonably 
have. been otherwise expected; the 
cost uf moking good any damage done 
by the Governor, allowance for ex- 
penses reasonably incurred jn com- 
plying with the requisition. 

Under this section the taking over 
of accommodation In a ship or alreratt 
will be considered a requisition of 
property, 

Agricultural Land 

Where agricultural land fs involved 
further compensation will be paid to 
the amount which might reasonably 
have been expected in additlon to 
rent.’ Agricultural land is defined by 
the regulations as any land used as 
urable, mendows or pesture land, or 
arens used for poultry farms, market 
gardens, nursery grounds or orchards, 

No.compensation will be paid for 
any appreciation of value due to the 
emergency or to diminution of value 
ascribable only to loss of pleasure or 
tmenity, . 

Compensation for the requisition 
of ships, planes and vehicles will be 
computed on a.similar basis. There 
nre special compensations for’ maine 
tenance work. performed by . the 
owner, In any case of total loss 
compensation will be paid to the 
value of. the vessels, vehicle, om alr 
craft immediately before the. occurs 
rence of the damage which led to the 
loss, ‘ 

Total loss under the regulations fs 
deemed to have the same meaning 
as it has In insurance law. 


Rights Defined 

The reguintions define the rights 
of charterers, lessees and other per- 
sons. entitled to the use of vessels, 
sor space in them. - ;
